“Vice Squad” with Ed. G. Robinson, 
“Fort Ti’ with George Montgomery. 
She has also been active in TV produc- 
tions for the Lux and Ford Theatres, 
Schlitz Playhouse of Stars and Frontier.

ALHAMBRA GIRL WINS 
ESSAY PRIZE 


Miss Connie Waldron, 17 year old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Wald- 
ron, Alhambra, California, was the win- 
ner of the $100 First Prize in the L. A. 
Regional Branch Essay Contest. Miss 
Waldron is a member of the Holy Trin- 
ity Church. 


The prize was offered for the writing 
of an essay in less than 2,000 words on 
some aspect of the subject, “What Is 
the Effect of the Nineteenth Century 
Oxford Movement on the Church To- 
day?” The contest was conducted on 
March I, 1956.

THE AIM OF ANGLICAN 
RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
By the Rev. Alan H. Tongue, 
St. George’s Church, Newburgh, N. Y. 


All religious education is divided into 
three parts: 1) the instruction and fur- 
nishing of the mind; 2) the training in 
certain good habits and disciplines of 
the Christian life; and 3) the inspiring 
of a response to God on the part of the 
soul. We may achieve any one of these 
without the other two, but all three are 
necessary for the development of a 
Christ-like character. We may argue 
about the relative importance of each 
one, but all are necessary for a growth 
in Grace and in the knowledge and love 
of God. We see at once the relation to 
the tri-partite nature of man—intellect, 
emotions and will. All must be involved 
in the training of a good soldier and 
servant of Jesus Christ. Every priest 
wants to see his people strong in the 
reasons for the faith that is in them, 
able to give a good answer to the scof- 
fer or the helpful answer to the seeker 
after God. Ideally we want them in- 
structed in the basic theology of the 
Incarnation and the Church and Sacra- 
ments, the extension of Christ’s Incar- 
nation. We want them to know why 
they are Churchmen and proud to be 
Churchmen. We make no apology for 
subject matter and knowledge and in-

formation. We believe that all souls are 
equal before God, but that all other 
things being equal a well-instructed soul 
is of greater value for God’s work in 
the world. 

Yet we realize, for we have seen it 
again and again, that knowledge alone 


is not enough, that there can be a great 
gap between knowledge and _ disciple- 
ship. We know, sadly enough, that one 
can believe in God, for whom and about 
whom one is prepared to do nothing at 
all. We realize that a second part of 
their nature must be directed and con- 
trolled—namely their emotional nature. 
There must be training in the life of 
prayer, and in the life of worship, and 
in the disciplines of their religion and 
in the moral code—their duty to God, 
and their duty to their neighbor. Cer- 
tain good habits must be formed and 
continued with the help of the Church 
—worshipping God every Sunday in His 
Church, and working and praying and 
giving for the spread of Christ's 
kingdom. A “Do as one pleases” reli- 
gion or one which avoids the Church’s 
rules is an undisciplined religion and 
of little value either to the believer 
or to the Church. 

But these two are not enough—there 
must be more than instruction in the 
faith, more than an ordering of the 
habits and emotions. There must be, 
above all, a response to God on _ the 
part of the soul; a kindling of the love 
of God in the heart of the believer; a 
giving of oneself, one’s will, to God in 
utter trust and love. This, it has been 
said, cannot be taught. It must be 
caught. No doubt this is true. Mere 
words are inadequate. To reveal to a 
soul by words that God is lovable may 
indeed move him, but if the one who 
reveals this secret to the soul also loves 
God with heart and mind and strength, 
he is more likely to be moved. 

If this selfless love is kindled in a 
soul, then Christ has a disciple indeed; 
but again, this in itself is not enough. 
There must be habits and channels in 
and through which this love may oper- 
ate, and there must be knowledge as 
well as zeal. 

Our ideal aim, therefore, in Christian 
education would be to instruct the mind 
with sound doctrine, to channel the 
emotions with wise habits and disci- 
pline, and to inspire the will to  sur- 
render itself to the love of God.

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SAN FRANCISCO ACTIVITY 


On May 17, the NORTHERN CAL- 
IFORNIA REGIONAL BRANCH held 
a Dinner Meeting at the St. Julien Res- 
taurant, in San Francisco with Canon 
duBois as guest speaker. The highlights 
of Canon duBois’ report on the na- 
tional and international work of the 
ACU included the announcement that 
one-third of the total amount of the 
ACU budget is given annually by ACU 
members to the Mission Field. Fr. du- 
Bois explained that many missionary 
activities of the Anglican Communion 
receive ACU aid. He spoke of the work 
which the ACU is doing for blind mem- 
bers of the Episcopal Church for whom 
Braille editions of devotional books 
have been made available free of 
charge. This activity is coordinated with 
the National Council’s work and thus 
there is no duplication of effort in this 
field. Canon duBois also praised the 
unsung heroes in the missionary work 
among whom are several groups of 
ACU women who spend considerable 
time collecting drug and medicine 
samples given to doctors and pharma- 
cists. These samples are then distributed 
to medical missions throughout the 
world. He expressed his hope that a 
group of ACU women would undertake 
this work in the Diocese of California. 
Other ACU activities discussed were 
the work with the Armed Forces, Cath- 
olic Sociology Conferences, Priest Con- 
ferences and the ACU Fund to help 
needy seminarians. Canon duBois con- 
cluded his report by stating the primary 
job to be done by each ACU member at 
this time is to work actively to increase 
our membership in order that the ACU 
may have a greater voice in the affairs 
of the Church as well as to sufficiently 
increase funds necessary for greater mis- 
sionary aid, wider scope of teaching and 
a larger ACU operating staff. Fr. du- 
Bois emphasized that membership in 
the ACU should not be considered mem- 
bership in another society, club or 
“party,” it is, rather, an active partici- 
pation in a Crusade. 

The NORTHERN CALIFORNIA 
BRANCH also reports that it held a 
Corpus Christi Celebration and Annual 
Meeting on Thursday Evening, May 
3lst at the Church of the Advent, San 
Francisco.

ACU SERVICE

An intimate biographical account of 
the work of the author as a_ parish 
priest in St. Mary’s Church, located in 
the slums of Sommers Town, London, 
and the establishment and growth of 
St. Mary-of-the-Angels Song School for 
choir boys. The book is a collection of 
little character sketches done with a 
light touch, rather than a narrative ac- 
count of the church’s work, and it rep- 
resents a kindly though at times senti- 
mental account of an era which came 
to a close with World War II. Probably 
of limited appeal and interest to Amer- 
ican readers who are accustomed to a 
more dramatic and rapid-paced kind 
of writing; however, it will undoubtedly 
find welcome audience in persons ac- 
quainted with the work and _ writings 
of the well-known priest who gave us 
“They Shine Like Stars”.

Annual Election For Council 


On page 15 of this issue we print the general ballot 
for election to the 1956 ACU Council. Members are 
asked to fill in the ballots and return them to the New 
York Office of the ACU prior to 10 September 1956. 

The Council is the primary governing body of the 
American Church Union and is made up of the fol- 
lowing groups: (1) 10 clergy and 10 laymen elected 
by the ACU Membership at large by ballot; (2) The 
Chairmen of Organized Regional Branches of the ACU, 
or a delegated representative; (3) The Officers of the 
American Church Union; (4) Members of the ACU 
Executive Board as elected at the previous year’s Coun- 
cil; (5) The Chairmen of the Standing and Special 
Committees of the ACU and (6) Delegates from Affili- 
ated Organizations. 


The Council meets annually in October and, as re- . 


quired by New York State Law, meets in New York 
City. The 1956 Council meeting will open with a Ban- 
quet on Monday, October 15th. The Banquet is open 
to all members and friends of the ACU. There will 
be a Corporate Communion at 8 A.M. on Tuesday, 
October 16th, at the Church of St. Mary the Virgin, 
New York City, and business sessions of the Council 
are held at that Church during the day. 

Every effort is made to make the Council as repre- 


sentative of the membership of the entire ACU as pos- 
sible. During the past few years the Regional Branches 
have made special efforts to secure funds to make 
possible attendance at the Council by their Regional 
Chairman. The result has been salutary for the work 
and program of ACU. It is hoped that EVERY RE- 
GIONAL BRANCH will be represented at the October 
1956 meeting. The nomination of those to be elected 
by the general ballot always presents a very real prob- 
lem. If it were not for transportation costs, it would 
be easy to select names from every corner of the coun- 
try, but financial considerations would undoubtedly 
prevent attendance in many cases. The cost of travel 
and hospitality is a personal contribution of the Coun- 
cil member. The nominating Committee tries to place 
on the ballot names of individuals who will probably 
be able to attend, if elected. This usually means a 
greater representation in areas near New York than 
elsewhere, but there seems no way of avoiding this at 
the present time and until the ACU can contribute 
to the travel expense of delegates from budget allow- 
ances. Meanwhile, the presence of Regional Chairmen 
is a balance. 

All members of the ACU are urged to vote and to 
return ballots as early as possible. A.J.D.

Could the New Methodist Plan Aid

(Editor’s Note: The Reverend Rus- 
sell K. Nakata, Member of the ACU 
Editorial Board in Chicago, submits the 
following “Guest Editorial” for this 
issue.) 

Recently an outstanding priest in the 
Roman communion asked us to defend 
the action being taken to bring about 


union in the Church in South India. 
In this scheme the Anglican Church is 
participating. Being unable to speak 
authoritatively to the matter, and more 
frankly, being somewhat embarrassed 
by the developments as we understand 
them, we begged off by saying that it 
was so far from us that we had not 


By this we had admitted to spiritual 
sloth in the presence of a priest. Then 
in less than a week the newspaper head- 
lines break out with ‘“‘a Methodist plan.” 

According to the newspaper stories 
this plan “calls for mass consecration of 
the bishops of each church by the bish- 
ops of the other church—thus giving 
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both groups official clerical standing in 
the eyes of the other.” 

We were suddenly confronted with 
something much closer than South In- 
dia, and our friend in the Roman 
Church wisely called our attention to 
this situation. Obviously, we have to 
vive some real time in thought and 
prayer to matters such as these, for we 
shall be called upon either to defend 
or to reject them in conversation. 

As episcopalians — and consequently, 
as Catholics — we are in a delicate 
position in the total ecumenical picture. 
And we are unique in our vocation to 
be leaders in the work toward unity 
in Christ’s Body. 

From where we sit proposed church 
merger plans have the appearance of 
being rather bloody messes—rather like 
Russians suggesting they become Eng- 
lishmen simply on the basis of the fact 
they are both human beings. Unfor- 
tunately, the divine gift of humanity 
has been perverted by sin in both of 
these national groups. And their ulti- 
mate unity will come not in legislated 
treaties, but in the subjection of each 
to the Divine humiliation wherein men 
are made true brethren in Christ and 
hence no longer either Englishmen or 
Russians. 

Such a process is a long way from 
fulfillment. But it is certain chat only 
in Christ can such opposites be made 
one... . 


The “reunion” of God’s Church torn 
apart by schism falls under the same 
natural and divine laws. We cannot 
make Episcopalians out of Methodists 
by a large mutual consecration party 
(and heaven forbid that we think we 
ever can!). Nor will we suddenly be- 
come Methodists by the same jesuitical 
scheme. Besides, who wants to make 
Methodists or Episcopalians or Romans 
or any other faction of Christ's Body? 
Is not our goal that we be made one 
in Him and in His Church? 


Our only hope for “reunion” (better 
viewed as union) is in non-partisan 
Catholicism, in our realizing as mem- 
bers of Christ the fulness of faith and 
practice of the One Holy Catholic and 
Apostolic Church. If as Episco- 
palians there exist anything that would 
qualify our total participation in that 
Church, it must be removed from us. 
If as Methodists we find ourselves sepa- 
rated from the mainstream of Catholic 
Christianity as practiced and proclaimed 
by that Church, we must surely seek 
to be reinstated within her fellowship. 
If as Roman Catholics (and don’t let 
the name throw you) we have set up 
barriers which impede eventual union 
in that Church which is His Body, these 


must be torn down and reconstructed 
without flaw. 

No plan — Methodist, Episcopalian, 
or Roman — will suffice, except as it 
becomes an instrument of God the Holy 
Spirit transforming human hearts and 
uniting them in God’s Holy Church. No 
amount of compromise will do it. Only 
complete sacrifice to the One Living 
God in His Church will be the answer.

THE JOYOUS SEQUENCE 
By Gladys Falshaw

The age-long plan of God the Cre- 
ator for man, His creature, to restore 
to him that pristine beauty of the di- 
vine image, to bring him back into 
at-one-ness with Himself, results in the 
joyous sequence. 

So the Father loved that He gave 
His only Son to come down into the 
place where His creature man was; to 
be made man; to become for man the 
great Good Samaritan Whose blood was 
shed in order that he might evermore 
enjoy the forgiveness of sins. All joy 
and praise and glory thus redounds in 
never-ending sequence, “to the praise 
of His glory”. (Ephesians: 1). 

God the Father is glorified; the dim- 
ness of the mirror removed, man the 
creature now restored stands reflected, 
perfect in the image of God. “But we 
all, with open face beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from glory to 
glory.” (IL Corinthians 3: 18.) The 
Son, seeing the reapplication of His 
victory over sin on the Cross, is glori- 
fied; and He rejoices in the fulfillment 
of His Father’s purpose. The Holy 
Spirit, continuing the work of the Son 


through His on-going Body, the Church, 
is glorified. Thus, the whole purpose 
of God that all creation might redound 
“to the praise of His glory”, thereby is 
perfected. 

The Apostles, gathered together be- 
hind closed doors one day after the 
Resurrection, were filled with joy at 
the appearance in their midst of our 
Lord. Giving them their instructions, 
He explained that even as the Father 
had sent Him, He now was sending 
them, henceforth to be His representa- 
tives, His on-going Body, the Church. 
Moreover, in order that His mission of 
forgiveness and reconciliation might 
continue down through the ages, He 
delegated to them His authority to 
pronounce the Sacramental Absolution, 
that liberating power which bestows up- 
on mankind God's kiss of peace. 

Then said Jesus to them again: 
“Peace be unto you.” ... And when 
He had said this, He breathed on 
them, and saith unto them: “Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost; whosesoever sins 
ye remit, they are remitted unto 
them.” 

(St. John 20: 21-23) 

The Holy Spirit would convict man 
of sin, but unlike the law, which merely 
diagnoses the disease, He would also 
supply the cure: the power to remit 
sins and the cleansing, restorative unc- 
tion. Our Lord did not so empower 
the laity: this gift was reserved for His 
delegated representatives on earth, the 
ordained priests of the Church. 

The forgiveness of sins, in effecting 
reconciliation and re-establishing at-one- 
ment, further redounds to the glory of 
God. As man accepts this fruit of His 
redeeming sacrifice, our Lord rejoices, 
His victory over sin on the Cross being 
now made manifest in the Sacrament 
of Penance. 

Though undeniably true that direct 
access to God is still available to man, 
even as in the Old Testament days, the 
question becomes how successfully man 
was able to use that approach. Exami- 
nation of the record indicates how few 
in that day achieved holiness. Even in 
these days after the victory of our Lord 
Jesus Christ on Calvary, how many fail 
to make a definite renunciation of sin, 
to accept the cleansing and redemption 
offered to them through Him, and to 
enjoy the conscious reality of forgive- 
ness and victory over sin? How many 
know that one of God’s representatives 
could help them in their efforts to be 
definite and honest with God in their 
confession of sin? Denying themselves, 
they ignore our Lord’s gift to His 
Church, which was not meant to be 
deposited in a safety vault, but to be 
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used. (St. John 20; 21-23.) Furthermore, 
they themselves defeat God’s age-long 
plan for the salvation of their souls, 
since the victory on the Cross remains 
unapplied. (Ephesians: 1.) Could there 
be a burden greater than that of un- 
forgiven sin, or a joy deeper than that 
of conscious acceptance of forgiveness? 
Would that those to whom the grace 
and glory of Sacramental Absolution is 
known, possessed the tongues of men 
and angels so as to interpret this joy 
to all creation, in order that 


“Every bird and every beast 
Should share the crumbs broke 
at the feast.” 


What, then, is the difference between 
confession in the solitude of one’s own 
room as compared with confession made 
in a church as one kneels before God’s 
altar and talks to Him in the presence 
of His delegated representative, a 
priest? Many, kneeling at the altar, feel 
God’s presence and realize more clearly 
the meaning of His holiness and love 
in relation to their sinful selves. As the 
priest, guided by the power of the Holy 
Spirit, pronounces the Absolution, con- 
cluding with: “Go in Peace. The Lord 
hath put away all thy sins,” one is 
filled with joy and wonder, light and 
peace. He has left his sins at the foot 
of the Cross. And for the future 
strengthening and comfort of his soul, 
the Holy Spirit further directs the priest 
in giving wise counsel to the penitent. 

The warp in his loom, as St. Paul 
wrote the Epistles, was the love of God: 
“The Son of God who loved me and 
gave Himself for me’; and the woof 
was his own sin, he feeling himself to 
be the greatest of all sinners. The reali- 
zation of the magnitude of sin in the 
light of God’s love evokes the cry: 
“Lord, I am not worthy that Thou 
shouldst come under my roof, but 
speak the Word only and my soul shall 
be healed.”” Yet as He enters. One mar- 
vels with St. John of the Cross: “How 
delicately Thou teachest love to me.” 
Another saint has exclaimed: 


Jesus, what didst Thou find in me 

That Thou hast dealt so lovingly? 

How great the joy that Thou hast 
brought! 


O far exceeding hope or thought! 
Jesus, my Lord, I Thee adore; 
O make me love Thee more 
and more! 


There is joy in heaven as the Father, 
the Son and Holy Ghost see the age- 
long plan accomplished in the restora- 
tion of man. The -angels and archan- 
gels and all the company of heaven 
unite in echoing the joy of the Trinity. 
A pebble is thrown into a pool, and 


the eddying circles widen until they 
reach the bank. Thus, a sinner on 
earth receives God’s kiss of peace, and 
thereafter follows a sequence of joy, the 
joy of the redeemed, which in ever 
widening circles spread from earth to 
heaven and throughout all creation. In- 
deed, all nature takes on a_ brighter 
hue and a new gaiety. 

The water rushing from the rain 

Were singing Christ has risen again. 

I thought all earthly creatures knelt 

From rapture of the joy I felt.

O clover-cops half white, half red, 

O beauty from beyond the dead. 

O, blossom, key to earth and heaven, 

O souls that Christ has new forgiven.

Richard Rolle, the English mystic, 
knew this source of joy: “Truly the 
soul that is both sweet with the shining 
of conscience, and fair with the charity 
of endless love, may be called Christ’s 
garden; for she is cleansed from sins, 
flourishes with virtues and joys with 
the sweetness of high song, like as with 
songs of birds.” 

Forgiven man has always remained 
baffled before the immensity of divine 
love and the inadequacy of language 
wherewith to express his gratitude.

Co-Chairmen in charge of 
arrangements were were the Reverend 
Hobart Jude Gary (National ACU 
Chairman for Priests Institutes) and the 
Rev. G. Richard Tiebel. 


ACU LEADS EPISCOPALIANS 
IN WCC DISCUSSIONS 


The theme for the Convention was 
“Toward Continuing Ecumenical Dis- 
cussion” as suggested by the World 
Council of Churches. The ACU took 
the leadership in the American Episco- 
pal Church in terms of discussing these 
subjects and setting forth the convic- 
tions and opinions of the great body of 
Churchmen who are not always well 
represented on official Boards and Com- 
missions. 

Discussion topics and leaders were as 
follows: ‘Faith and Order”, by the Rev. 
William H. Dunphy, Ph.D.; “Evan- 
gelism”, by the Rev. Anthony Treasure; 
“Social Questions”, by the Rev. J. V. 
Langmead Casserly; “International Af- 
fairs’, by Edward D. W. Spingarm, 
Ph.D.; “Inter-Group Relations”, by the 
Rev. William F. Orrick, and “The 
Laity”, by Lt. General John C. H. Lee, 
USA (Ret’d). It is hoped that some of 
these addresses, or digests of them, will 
be published in Fall issues of the ACU 
NEWS. 

The Rev. Canon William Elwell, Rec- 
tor of St. Clement’s Church, Philadel- 
phia, was Master of Ceremonies at the 
Convention and Mr. Wesley Day, Or- 
ganist and Choirmaster at St. Mark’s 
Church, Philadelphia, was Convention 
Organist and Choirmaster. 


AN IMPORTANT STATEMENT 
PRESENTED AND ADOPTED 


Of special significance at the time of 
the 1956 Priests’ Convention was the 
fact that a meeting of the Executive 
Board of the ACU was also held at 
Valley Forge on Tuesday, June 5th and 
a very important Statement was pre- 
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sented to the Board by the Planning 
and Policy Committee of ACU. It was 


a Statement relating to the Church of 
South India as follows: 





Statement On Relations With the Church of South India. 
(Made by the Executive Board of the ACU on June 5, 1956) 


The Church of South India (C.S.I.) 
is a union of churches founded by 
Anglican and Protestant missions. In 
the words of the speakers in the Con- 
vocation of Canterbury discussions last 
summer, it has aimed at “a full and 
true reconciliation of the Catholic and 
Protestant streams in Christianity”, but 
has not yet reached that goal. It falls 
short of the historic tradition of Chris- 
tianity as the Episcopal Church has 
received it in such respects as the fol- 
lowing: 

1) it accepts the Bible as ultimate 
standard, but with no reference to the 
Church as “witness and keeper of Holy 
Writ” which “hath authority in con- 
troversies of faith. (Article XX.) 

2) it accepts the Apostles’ and Ni- 
cene Creeds, and belief in the Trinity 
and Incarnation, but with reservations 
which impair their acceptance in the 
traditional sense. 

3) it administers the Sacraments of 
Baptism and the Holy Communion, but 
with ambiguities as to their meaning 
and the requirements for their valid 
administration. 

4) its normal ministry is one of 
Bishops, presbyters, and deacons in suc- 
cession from the Church of England, 
but it accepts ministers without episco- 
pal ordination on the same footing as 
“presbyters”, and will do so at least 
until 1977. Moreover the spiritual au- 
thority of the episcopate is impaired 
by provisions which allow (although 
with great difficulty) for possible over- 
riding of the Bishops in the Synod, 
even on questions of Faith and Order. 

Consequently we must agree with the 
statements made by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury and others, that no ques- 
tion of full intercommunion between 
the C.S.1. and the Anglican Communion 
arises. With such authorities, we are 
glad to note the progress of the C.S.1. 
in some ways towards the historic faith 
and practices of the Catholic Church, 
and hope that such defects as the above, 
rectification of which was pointed out 
by the Lambeth Conference Committee 
on Unity in 1948 as “essential”, will 
be corrected. There are also less hope- 
ful signs, such as a tendency to insist 
that although the C.S.I. formally has no 
particular doctrine of episcopacy, still 
it excludes the belief that it is essen- 
tial; pledges made on this point, espe- 
cially with reference to former Angli- 
cans who might desire the ministry to 
which they have been accustomed, have 
not been generously interpreted. We 
maintain therefore that the English 
Convecations have gone further than 
is desirable in the general and indis- 
criminate concessiens of sacramental 


privilege to members of C.S.I. regard- 
less of their personal orthodoxy. 

We do not believe that the Episcopal 
Church is called on to take any formal 
action about the C.S.I., though our 
interest in it as in any other part of 
Christendom which faces the _ great 
problems of evangelism in the modern 
world should be friendly and charitable. 
We do not have the special links, of 
long-continued missionary activity, etc., 
which bind the Church of England to 
South India. Any help it seems proper 
for us to give to the work of the C.S.I. 
may properly come under the head of 
Inter-Church Aid and World Relief, 
raising no questions of ecclesiastical re- 
lations. We join in the call of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to informed 
prayer for the Christians of South India, 
and in his hope that the C.S.I. will so 
grow and develop that the question of 
full intercommunion with it may prop- 
erly arise. 





EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR'S 
COMMENTS 











The last few months have been ex- 
ceedingly busy, and happy. Elsewhere 
in this issue you will read of the long 
field trip made to the West Coast. The 
growth of the ACU, and enthusiasm for 
its work and program in the West, was 
heartening everywhere. The big  serv- 
ices were only half of the story: there 
were the many smaller meetings and 
conferences all concerned with plans 
for the future. The past months have 
also been filled with the activity of 
many conferences,—5 of them. Our 
Priests’ Conventions (at Valley Forge, 
Pa., and DeKoven Foundation, Racine, 
Wis., this year and, we hope, with an 
additional one in the San _ Francisco 
area next summer) are becoming in- 
creasingly important in the life of the 
Church; our growing number of Catho- 
lic Sociology Schools and Conferences 
are bringing together numbers of clergy 
and laity in many parts of the country 
for a serious study of the implications 
of their Faith in terms of daily life. 
Happily, the excellent papers given at 
the meetings this summer are all being 
mimeographed and will be announced 
in the next issue of ACU NEWS. We 
are definitely “on the march”! 

A member of the ACU Executive 
Board has been honored by the Church 
World Service. 

The Rev. H. KARL LUTGE, rector 
of St. Saviour’s Church, Maspeth, L. L., 


N. Y., has been cited for his work on 
behalf of refugees by Church World 
Service. Fr. Lutge heads the refugee 
committee of the diocese of Long Island 
and has turned in 87 assurances for 
refugees. The citation was presented by 
the Rev. R. Norris Wilson, executive 
director of Church World Service, at 
a conference in New York City. We are 
informed that, under Fr, Lutge’s excel- 
lent leadership, the Diocese of Long 
Island leads the Church in Refugee 
Work. 


Advertising in ACU NEWS pays! 
Mary Moore of Davenport, Iowa, has 
been an advertiser in the ACU NEWS 
for a long time. She writes: “My adver- 
tising in the ACU NEWS certainly is 
very profitable for me, for our Catholic 
clergy from one end of the country to 
the other are most loyal in their sup- 
port of me. In many, many instances 
we receive their orders because they 
see my ad in the ACU NEWS and know 
that I am interested in the work of the 
ACU”, Which leads us to say, once 
again, “support our advertisers,—they 
make the ACU NEWS possible”. We 
need more advertisers to make possible 
ACU NEWS expansion. We are not 
asking for a “contribution” when we 
ask for advertising. It is good business, 
—the ACU NEWS is pushing up toward 
the top in terms of circulation as com- 
pared with other unofficial periodicals 
in the Episcopal Church. There has 
been an increase of 5000 in the last 
six months. 


The CHANGE-OVER in the method 
of reckoning ANNUAL DUES has been 
a complicated one. As directed by the 
1955 Annual ACU Council, all mem- 
bership dues will be payable on October 
1, 1956 and annually thereafter on the 
first of October of each year. During 
September payment notices will be sent 
to all members. Those whose member- 
ships fall due in July, August or Sep- 
tember 1956 will be billed in those 
months but memberships will run to 
October 1, 1957. The other day I met 
a member who said that her member- 
ship was in arrears but that she was 
waiting until October to renew it. 
Please don’t do that! The months of 
August and September are difficult ones 
for us in terms of the financial picture. 
We need as many renewals as possible 
to “keep us going” during this period. 
Many of you let your memberships go 
into arrears in the summer. Will you 
help us by renewing NOW? It may 
make the difference for those who work 
for ACU the year around between re- 
ceiving their salaries on time (and for 
THEIR vacations),—or going without. 
The same applies to payments on the 
“52” pledges. Every bit helps and _ is 
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appreciated in the summer months. They 
are “low ebb” for us. Some of you may 
care to send a contribution to the ACU 
when you return your ballot,-REMEM- 
BER, ALL SUCH GIFTS ARE TAX 
FREE. Do you use up all your allow- 
ance for charity giving each year when 
Income Tax time comes?
